Christmas Day was quite busy but the other days appear to be well mitigated. We believe that these residents became 
concerned that we would then stop moving forward on other mitigations such as changing state law or lobbying Google 
to change directional signs and so they have launched constant emails each with more significant threats.

It appears to be time for a larger sign meeting given that the Griffith Park plan is about to be 
released.
